Second Night 


Thunderstorms, 
Tornadoes Rake 
Southern States 


By UNITED PRESS 
Severe thunderstorms and tornadoes raked the 
south for the s e c o n d straight night Monday with one 
of the twisters injuring at least 10 persons in Texas. 


Stormy weather also 
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invaded 
the Northeast during the night, 
bringing rain to nearly the entire 
Atlantic Coast. Binghamton, N.Y. 
was snaked by nearly an inch of 
rain and Burlington. Vt., report­ 
ed nearly one-half inch. 


THE TEXAS TORNAIH» struck 
South of Midlothian 
and 
raced 
along the ground for about 20 
miles before 
lifting. 
Authorities 
said 10 persons were treated for 
injuries and one man was hospit­ 
alized 
About 20 homes In the twister’s 
path between the North Central 
Texas towns of Midlothian and 
Waxahachie were destroyed and 
other buildings were damaged. 
High winds and hail stones, some 
as thick as baseballs ripped near­ 
by areas. 


TORNADO FUNNELS also were 
sighted over Oklahoma Monday, 
and although some touched the 
ground no m ajor damage was re­ 
ported. 


Locally severe thunderstorms 
also occurred over the Western 
G reat Lakes region and the Low­ 
er Mississippi Valley during the 
night, with many areas reporting 
up to one-fourth inch of ram. 


ANOTHER STORM 
area was 
located in the Pacific Northwest 
and east into Wyoming. 
Boise, 
Idaho, recorded a 
38-inch rain­ 
fall Monday night and snow flur­ 
ries occurred 
in the 
Northern 
Rockies. 
Weathermen 
said 
scattered 
showers and thunderstorms were 
expected to continue today along 
the Atlantic Coast and from the 
Lower Great Lakes south across 
the Ohio Valley to the Middle 
Gulf region. 
Partly cloudy skies were pre­ 
dicted for the Plains and Missis­ 
sippi Valley, and scattered show­ 
ers with 
snow flurries 
in the 
mountains were seen for the P a ­ 
cific Northwest.

Nev. ’lb - Civil 
Aeronautics investigators pieced 
together in the desert today the 
burned and twisted evidence that 
m ay tell why an Air Force jet 
and an airliner collided Monday 
morning, killing 49 persons 
In Washington, key members of 
Congress burned telephone lines 
to the Civil Aeronautics Admin­ 
istration with 
demands for in­ 
creased protection for civilian air­ 
liners against the hurtling mili­ 
tary jets which the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board has said are in­ 
volved in about one third of all 
“ near collisions” in flight.

Proqress Has Been Made, 
But Smoq Problem Continues 


Ten years ago Los Angeles County 
launched its first organized effort to 
control and eventually eliminate the 
smog problem. 
Latest report of the Air Pollution 
Control District indcates that it may 
still require an additional five years be­ 
fore anything like success is attained. 
First stage of the campaign and one 
which required much study and time to 
accomplish was on the commercial front 
In reducing the emission of smog creat­ 
ing fumes and smoke from industrial 
plants in the Los Angeles basin. This 
has now been almost completely achiev­ 
ed, the final step of converting electric 
power producing plants to n new smog- 
less fuel being set for the end of this 
year. 
Second Important victory was the 
banning of backyard burning effective 
last July which brought a noticeable 
improvement in conditions. 
Third and most difficult goal is th e 
adoption of new fuels or mechanical de­ 
vices which w ill eliminate smog produc­ 
ing chemicals from 
automobile ex­ 
hausts. 


With 4,000,(XX) motor vehicles in the 
Los Angeles area, It has been finally 
discovered and proven that these are 
by far the greatest single source of 
smog, creating approximately 80 per­ 
cent of the noxious fumes now being 
poured out into the air. 
Even though almost all other causes 
of sm >g have been eliminated, the con­ 
stantly increasing number of automo­ 
biles has not only continued the smog 
aggravation, but poses an even worse 
menace unless conquered. 
It would seem that with so many peo­ 
ple including top scientists working on 
the problem, the m atter of inventing and 
perfecting some device to eliminate au­ 
tomobile exhaust smog should not take 
too long. However, that does not seem 
to he the case. Despite the fortune await­ 
ing anyone who comes up with a speedy 
solution, the iiest guess of the experts 
is that it will be two to five years be­ 
fore that event happens. 
Meanwhile, we who live in pure, clean 
desert Hir extend our sympathies and 
sincere « ishes for early success to those 
less fortúnale.

time when Republican Senators 
were so sesree that they were 
jokingly said to hold iheir cau­ 
cus in a phone booth 
Having sat on the choice com 
mitlees during depressions and 
wars. Bridges has come to no­ 
tice that the country wags along 
despite the frequent splurges of 
emergency action, not 
because 
of them. Uke all conservatives. 
Bridges would rather let an ex 
istlng situation alone until there 
is overriding proof that a change 
Is needed 
No sucli 
proof 
has 
been put forward in this case. 


SENATOR RICHARD Russell, 
another s rong opponent of the 
President's plan, is more emo­ 
tional on the subject. This may 
well be the natural reaction of 
a Georgian, whose Sta.e was the 
proving ground of Gen. S h e r- 
m an's timeless definition of war: 
Hell 
Together, Bridges and Russell 
represent a viewpoint that is the

NOT MANY YEARN ago the 
Democrats hud a Secretary of 
Stale. Dean Acheson. for whom 
Senator Bridges had little use 
The Senator was 
not 
able to 
force Acheson's removal, but he 
was among the Republican stal­ 
warts who reduced Acheson to 
becoming in the phrase of the 
day. "A captive of his critics.'' 
Secretary Acheson. lacking ate 
provnl of the minority Senators, 
was so impotent during bis last 
two years that he could not have 
been dangerous to a flea. 
Senator 
Russell 
was 
e v e n 
more effective in his disapporval 
of Defense Secretary C h a r l i e 
Wilson. Something over a year 
ago. the Georgia Senator told 
this reporter 
that 
Wilson 
had 
outlived his uaefulincss and must 
go.
